It 
is prepared by one of the best lawyers 
of the State as principal, assisted by 
Messrs. Coffin, Cbartz, Dennis and 
Truman as coadjutors and advisers. It 
has received the " O. K." stamp of H. 
M. Yerington, a distinguished subject 
of Her Majesty, Queen Victoria of 
Great Britain, 


With this complimentary notice of 


the authors of the document we might 
add the modest estimate of bis own 
powers and ability presented by Mr. 
Wood barn: "It cannot be an exhibi- 
tion of vanity," he saye, "to say that 
in literary attainments I am your (Sen- 
ator ^Stewart's) equal, and la moral 
character infinitely your superior." 
The blushing demureuess and unpre- 
tending humility of this comparison 
becomes more and more evident as 
one |reade the succeeding pages. As

ability; aa it will be remembered that 
the burden of that charge was that 
Senator Stewart is " feeble-minded." 


Bat it ia in -noral character that 


Mr. Woodburn lnye his chief claim to 
public attention, as a worthy accuser 
of Senator Stewart. After a contem- 
plation of his own virtues, immediately 
subsequent to bis arraignment of 
Senator Stewart, Mr. Woodbarn is 
constrained to admit that his Infinite 
superiority shines out' like the apex of 
Sinai, 
Just to what over-mantling heights 


of parity and sanctity this infinitude 
elevates Mr. Woodbarn, we must can- 
didly admit that we are in doubt. 


INDICTMENT. 


Mr. Woodbarn is pleased to follow 


legal precedent and presents first a 
complaint against '.Senator Stewart— 
whiob he designates as an "indictment" 
—and then follows it with his argu- 
ment, with reference to the several al- 
legations in bis complaint, he is candid 
enough to say at the close of his speech 
that he has " produced the |best evi- 
dence the nature of the case affords to 
sastain them." And to this statement 
we cheerfully register an acceptance. 
Mr. 'WdodbdraBaS undoubtedly earned 
his fee, however large it may be, and 
we trust that the Virginia A Trnckee 
Railroad Company will not demur to 
its payment. 


And now let us see what may be 


aald upon the other side of the case. 
Lawyers are not prone to give much 
attention to exploiting of rebuUal ar- 
guments to controvert any part or the 
whole of the case they are trying to 
make out, and Mr. Woodbarn is no 
exception. 


The people of Nevada are acquainted 


with Senator William M. Stewart. He 
has represented this State in the high- 
est legislative body in this land for 
twenty-two years. He Is now a candi- 
date for re-election to that same ex- 
alted office. 
We fihall not express 


anything which may "reasonably be as- 
sailed as untrue -.when we assert that 
Senator Stewart bears the reputation 
of being p-n ardent, earnest and sincere 
silver man in the United States at 
large, and that meed has always been 
accorded blm in the State of Nevada 
op to the commencement of the pres- 
ent campaign. Tf Hon. Wm. Wood- 
barn is right, we have been mistaken. 
He claims that we in tbie State and the 
public at large have nourished to our 
bosoms a delusion which it ia Mr. 
Wood barn's paramount mission apon 
this earth to shatter. 


The first count of his indictment IB 


as follows- 
" (1.) In yoat Senatorial career, you 


(Senator Stewart) never oast an honest 
vote for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver." 
„ There might, be much said in reply 
to this.' But we'olFer only one answer, 
which we submit td the people of Ne

vida as proof sufficient of its falsity. 
We oiler Senator Stewart's great repu- 
tation as a silver leader, attested to by 
men like William Jennings Bryan of 
Nebraska, Bland of Missouri, Teller of 
Colorado, Morgan of Alabama, Daniel 
of Virginia, and hosts of others, includ- 
ing the names of every foremost Silver 
leader in America. How does tt bap- 
pen Wat they are fooled—that they 
who watch silver legislation with eyes, 
which never sleep have not discovered 
thai Senator Stewart is a foe to the 
cause, which they a& well as bimaelf 
have devoted a life's work to accom- 
plish. How does it happen that they 
are fooled?—and the revelation comes 
to Hon. William Woodburn of Ne- 
vada. How does it happen? 


THE SECOND COUNT. 


The second charge contained in Mr. 


Woodburn's complaint ia as follows : 


*,2). On the 12th day of February, 
A. D. 1873, you feloniously, corruptly 
and knowingly voted to demonetize 
the silver dollar and make the gold 
dollar the sole unit of value. 


This ia a charge which has never been 


made against Senator Stewart by a 
silver man in public life. On the con- 
trary the debate and vote upon that 
bill has been analyzed and subjected 
to the most minuta and exhaustive 
scrutiny ever accorded to the passage 
of any Act by the American Congress. 
There are two versions as to how that 
bill passed, one which is acquiesced in 
by the Silver men of this country, the 


Senators'Nyd and Stewart of Nevada. 
The remarks of the "grand old man 
can be found in the Congressional 
Globe for 1870-71 on pages 871, 372,' 373, 
374, 377, 396 and 397. 


Now we undertake to call Hon. 


William Woodburn down pretty hard 
upon this statement for two reasons. 
First, he pats tb* "final consideration' 
of the bill three years before It hap- 
pened; and second, the debate in which 
the Senators mentioned took part was 
apon the question of the resumption 
of specie payment. This was a little 
error which John Sherman made and 
which Mr. Woodburn, with pardonable 
ignorance, fell into when he copied the 
statement. 
Mr. Woodbnrn quotes under the 


same head two extracts from Senator 
Stewart's speeches on resumption, con- 
veying the idea that they were deliv- 
ered upon the Act in question. It will 
be remembered in this connection that 
the country was upon a greenback basis 
from the breaking out of the Civil War 
until January 1,1879. One of the ab- 
sorbing questions at this time was that 
of the return to specie payments by the 
Government. 
The term "gold" was 


used by speakers both inside and out 
of the balls of Congress as synonimous 
with "specie." This fact being remem- 
bered, and the subject actually under 
discussion known, the extracts from 
Senator Stewart's speeches contained 
npon page '16 of Mr. Wocdburn's

other pat forth by John Sherman and 
exploited by the gold men. Mr. Wood- 
burn has not only adopted Senator 
Sherman's version, bat stolen bodily 
all the proofs that he adduced in sap- 
port of it. It was Air. Sherman's con- 
tention that there was no "crime" at- 
tached to the passage of the Act of '73. 
That silver was demonetized openly 
and with the fall knowledge and con- 
sent of Congress. 
Mr. Woodburn is 


forced to adopt this theory in order to 
convict Senator Stewart of having 
"feloniously, corraptly and knowingly" 
voted to demonetize silver. In this he 
takes issue with every silver advocate 
of note in this land. 


We have not time nor space to go 


into the history of the paaaage of the 
Act demonetizing silver, 
To give a 


connected and true account of how 
that legislative crime was committed 
would occupy more apace than the 
columns of this paper contains. We 
can only say in resume of it that the 
title of the bill was "An Act Revising 
and Amending the Laws Relative to 
the Mints, Assay Offices and Coinage 
of the United States." That it con- 
tained seventy-one sections and more 
than ten thousand words. That it was 
understood in Congress to be merely a 
revision and codification of lawa already 
on the statue books. There was noth- 
ing in the debates in either House apon 
the bill to indicate that it was con- 
sidered m any other light. Allen G. 
Ttmrman says (uong^iwc.rvol. if pare 
2, p. 1064): "When the bill was pend- 
ing in the Senate we thought it was 
simply a bill to reform the Mint, regu- 
late coinage and fix up one thing and 
another, and there is not a single man 
in the Senate, I think, unless a member 
of the committee from which the bill 
came, who had the slightest idea that 
it was even a squint towards demone- 
tization." 


To that declaration we might add if 


we had the space dozens of others to 
the same effect. It wan debated upon 
various details for three years, the 
longest debate of record upon it covered 
portions of the 9th and 10th of Jan- 
uary, 1872. and was apon the question 
of the quantity of nickel to be used in 
five, three and two-cent pieces. If it 
were generally known that the bill pro- 
posed to legislate silver from among 
the money metals, is any one so foolish 
as to believe that that subject would 
not have given rise to extended debate? 
Is anyone so foolish ? 


SILENCE OF NEWSPAPERS. 


Not a newspaper in the land in 1873 


had a small or a large item that Con- 
gress bad demonetized silver. Does 
that indicate that it was openly and 
notoriously done ? How strange, If so, 
that so momentous an act was per- 
mitted to escape the attention of the 
vigilant newsgatherero ot this country. 


It is the Silver men's contention that 


the section of the Act demonetizing 
silver was surreptitiously inserted into 
the bill by the Committee of Confer- 
ence which bad the bill in charge after 
tt bad passed both Houses. Senator 
Sherman was Chairman of that Com- 
mittee, which consisted of three mem- 
bers from each House. Neither Sena- 
tor Sherman nor any other member 
has ever been able to show In the 
records of that time when the alleged 
Senate amendment numbered 16 to the 
bill ever passed the Senate. It was 
added to the bill after its passage, as 
all evidence goes to show. ThU was 
the section which demonetized silver. 


There is one more salient fact in con- 


nection with this matter to which we 
wish to call attention. Senator Sher- 
man, who fathered the bill, and a ma- 
jority of the Finance Committee of the 
Senate which reported it favorably, 
voted against it upon its final pasage, 
On the other hand, among those who 
voted for it were Senator Stewart, Sen- 
ator Allen Q. Tharman, the Old Roman, 
and the lamented Senator Beck, three 
of the staoncheat silver men who ever 
sat in the Senate of the United States, 
and if Senator Stewart "feloniously, 
corruptly and knowingly" voted to de- 
monetize silver, so did Tharman, Beck, 
Voorbeea, Oarfleld, Blaine and others. 
Is Mr. Woodburn prepared to couple 
them in his charge ? 


Mr. Woodburn says: 
When the bill was called ap for flna 
consideration the section demonetizing 
the silver dollar was printed in doable 
headed type and was the first one dia 
(cas,8ed| v It was debated by Cole and 
Casaerly of California; Bayard, Sum 
Morrlll and Edmund•) add by 


printed speech have an interpretation 
redounding to Senator Stewart's honor 
and credit.[To be Continued.]
